Efforts Increase 


Throughout State 


While active efforts are under 
w ay for th e establishm ent of a 
m ajor ru b b e r production region 
near Palm Springs and B anning 
by the grow ing of milkweed, con­ 
siderable progress is being m ade 
in central C alifornia in the de­ 
velopm ent of the guayule ru b ­ 
ber industry. 
Received by the local cham ber 
of com m erce this week w as a 
com m unication from the Salinas, 
California, cham ber of commerce. 
This letter, signed by F red S. 
McCargar, secretary, stated th at 
the U. S. D ept, of A griculture will 
m ake exhaustive surveys of land 
in C alifornia available for grow ­ 
ing quayule. 
The transplanting 
of 
seedlings 
of 
approxim ately 
75.000 acres w ill take place a 
year from now. 
The land should 
be of m edium light, fertile soil 
w ith good drainage and a m ini­ 
mum of 10 inches of rainfall or 
equal irrigatio n during w in ter 
months. 
T his land should he in 
pieces of not less than 100 acres 
each and fairly level with a t least 
20.000 acres relatively close to- 
j gether in an area. 
It should be 
the so-called cheap upland soil 
usually used for grain or beans. 
Mr. M cC argar suggests th a t if 
there is such land in this area, 
th e full description should be 
sent to th e director of em ergency 
rubber p ro ject and surveys of the 
land will be m ade during the 
sum m er m onths.

Rampage, Is Jailed After Crowd 


Threatens to Mete Out Punishment 


A fter allegedly exhibiting quite contradictory emotions as illus­ 
trated by hugging women on the street and then plum bing the op­ 
posite extrem e by walloping four persons, Charles A. Gertsch, 27. 
who gave his occupation as insurance adjuster and his address as 
1100% Kingsley Drive, Los Angeles, was jailed by Police Sergeant 
Ludwig Braum oeller Saturday night.

he chanced to see. 
Bopping Starts 
But the visitor really got 
trouble about 9 o'clock in 
evening, Braum oeller 
said, 
and his friend walked out, more 
or less the worse for w ear, from 
a local night spot. Gertsch started 
to get his friend in an autom o­ 
bile—it later developed the car 
was not even theirs — but 
the 
friend objected. So Gertsch. p o ­ 
lice said, bopped him, knocking 
the m an cold. 
To another m an standing near­ 
by Gertsch commanded, "Get a 
crow bar and open that door.” 
The bystander said, “No!" 
Boppo No. Two! 
Along came a high school lad 
of seventeen, 
w earing 
glasses. 
Gertsch reiterated his command. 
The high schol boy stood 
non­ 
plussed. 
Socko No. Three! 
Crowd Gets Mad 
About this tim e the crowd be­ 
gan to gather about Gertsch in 
threatening m anner. They didn't 
like his bopping a bit, particu­ 
larly w hen young high 
school 
boys w ere concerned. 
Sergeant 
Braum oeller arrived on th e scene 
just in tim e to avert mob vio­ 
lence. By then about 100 persons 
were pressing about the Los A n­ 
geles man. B raum oeller had to 
warn off the angry bystanders. 
He finally handcuffed 
Gertsch 
and took him to the city jail 
There, 
the 
sergeant 
related, 
Gertsch took a sudden pop 
at 
Braum oeller and caught him on 
the nose. Tem porarily subjugat­ 
ed, he returned to the affray and 
kicked both Braum oeller and Bill 
Lux, night desk man. They final­ 
ly got him into a cell w here he 
spent th e night. 
Brought before City Judge Guy 
Pinney M onday m orning on 
a 
charge of assault and battery, he 
was fined $100, which he prom pt­ 
ly paid. This w as G ertsch's first 
visit in Palm Springs. 
Officers 
said that judging by the celerity 
w ith w hich he left town, it prob­ 
ably w ill be his last.

meeting Thursday of last week 
the group went immediately to 
work on Friday morning. Here to 
aid in the formation and tell pur­ 
poses of the nation-wide organ­ 
ization, 
Bundles 
for 
America, 
■which has some 1100 branches 
was Mrs. Bertram Allenberg of 
Hollywood, in charge of produc­ 
tion for the active branch in the 
movie capitol. Also here to aid in 
starting work has been Miss Jane 
Hoberswell, one of the expert su­ 
pervisors of the organization, who 
remained over the first of the 
week to assist the village ladies 
in laying out their activities. 


Make Many Articles 


Evidence of the earnestness of 
purpose of the members was the 
scene of real efficiency and pro­ 
duction which was presented the 
first of the w eek with a half 
dozen of the women at a time 
working on 
machines, 
turning 
out neat-looking bedjackets f o r 
navy lads. 
All the workers wear caps and 
aprons in accordance with 
the 
government 
regulations 
which 
make it necessary that anyone 
making hospital gowns or apparel 
must don these articles. 
All members of the organiza­ 
tion, officers included, seek 
to 
achieve as many hours of work as 
possible with chevrons given to 
denote accomplishment in this 
line. 
The local shop at the Fiesta 
House is open daily from 10 a. m. 
until 5 p. m. and it is desired to 
enlist as many women as possible 
in the work. 
Emphasized by Mrs. Charney is 
the fact the Bundles for Blue­ 
jackets group in no way conflicts 
with the Red Cross or other ag­ 
encies. Nothing is made and kept 
on shelves. Everything is made 
to order and the supplies k e p t 
moving. 
Hospital Supplied 
The Navy hospital at Norco is 
supplied with 
many necessary 
garments needed for the comfort 
of patients who are bed-ridden 
and, while it is true that the gov­ 
ernment supplies the necessary 
equipment to the men in service, 
in man^ cases the need is great 
for extra sweaters, mittens, stock­ 
ings, etc., inasmuch as the men 
in colder clim ates give their al­ 
lotted supply hard wear. 
Bundles for Bluejackets 
are 
there with their bundles when 
the Outer Patrol comes in at San 
Pedro and ships going to Alaska 
and other unnam ed ports are giv­ 
en articles reqqested. 
Many of 
these garments are not regular 
features provided by the Navy 
but add considerably to the com­ 
fort of the men. 
Men of two destroyers and one 
m ine sweeper were outfitted re­ 
cently. There is a layette depart­ 
m ent which turns out 60 layettes 
a month. No used garment which 
has been donated is sent out dirty 
or tom. Everything is made over 
like new. There is a toy depart­ 


ment which furnishes 
toys 
to 
children of navy men and when 
it is considered that these men 
make only $35 to $40 a month, 
it can readily be seen there is 
little money for toys. 


Four Main Groups 


In the near future all volunteer 
units will be under four main or­ 
, ganizations in the United States, 
the Red Cross, U.S.O., O.C.D., and 
B.F.A., Mrs. Charney pointed out. 
! All will have to align under 
i these headings. All money taken 
I in is handled by three co-signers 
j and the books are audited by the 
Price-Waterhouse auditors. 
“Bundles for Bluejackets, ’ said 
Mrs. Charney, “is not an organ­ 
ization composed of women who 
say, ‘Goody! 
Goody! 
L ets do 
something for the sailors.’ These 
women realize that THIS IS WAR 
and that their work is a vital part 
in the cogs set . in motion to win 
this war; that supplying the navy 
and naval hospitals with some 
comforts as well as necessities the 
men may need, 
helping 
their 
families when in need and letting 
the men know that we are back 
of them, all contributes to their 
morale, which too is a very im­ 
portant thing.” 


At Work For Year 
It was disclosed that the Bund­ 
les for Bluejackets organization 
has been functioning for more 
than a year. It 
formerly 
was 
known as the “Bundles for Brit­ 
ain.” However, after this country 
entered the war the government 
requested 
that 
this 
group 
of 
women work for our boys who 
very much needed the supplies 
thus furnished. 
Besides the numerous knit gar­ 
ments, blankets, bed jackets, etc., 
which are furnished the boys in 
hospitals and on ships, tooth paste 
and tooth brushes also are given 
many men who cannot 
afford 
these articles. Household and oth­ 
er necessities are furnished fam­ 
ilies of men lost in service. 
A 
group of Belgian women, 
con­ 
nected 
with 
the 
organization, 
takes any kind of old clothing 
and turns the articles into beau­ 
tiful clothes for children. 
The 
milk fund supplies milk to chil­ 
dren whose fathers have 
been 
lost in action. Three canteens 
have been established on navy 
reservations. There are only three 
paid secretaries, women who real­ 
ly need the salary, while there 
are 31,000 volunteer workers who 
receive no compensation for the 
service they give. • 
Inasmuch as the local 
group 
pays for its yarns and other ma­ 
terials, donations of any kind are 
needed and most welcome, Mrs. 
Charney said.

(Continued from First Page) 
a month, the same amount paid 
former heads of this d ep art­ 
ment, Mayor Phil Boyd sharply 
disagreed w ith others over the 
m anner in which it should be 
done. 
The m atter was brought up by 
Councilman 
Bacon L. 
Cliffton, 
who said: “For the first tim e in 
local history we have an efficient 
police chief and one whom every­ 
one likes. I believe that in view 
of this he should have th e same 
salary as that paid to former 
chiefs and so I would like to rec­ 
ommend his salary be increased 
from $250 to $300 per m onth.” 
Councilman H arry Plym ire sec­ 
onded the motion. 


Objects to Procedure 
Mayor Boyd said, "I believe 
the m atter should be considered 
in accordance w ith the city o r­ 
dinance." He strongly em phasiz­ 
ed that as the ordinance provides 
such a m atter should be within 
the province of the city m anager 
and should first come from him 
as a recommendation. 
He said 
that there was no question but 
that the council had the pow er to 
vote such an increase but he felt 
that it should be done in 
the 
proper manner. 
Councilman 
Frank 
Shannon 
tersely stated that the increase 
was recommended by the finance 
committee. Put to vote, all voted 
in favor except Boyd w ho later 
emplified his stand relative his 
not being adverse to the raise but 
simply to the m anner in which it 
was granted. The salary increase 
for Chief Sanard became effec­ 
tive March 1. 
Taylor's Raise Asked 
Earlier in the meeting the city 
m anager had brought up th e m at­ 
ter of increase in salary for Dick 
Taylor, city recreation director. 
He called attention to the fact the 
council had voted Taylor an in­ 
crease of from $150 a m onth to 
$200, with the increase to 
be 
shared with the city by th e high 
school and elem entary school dis­ 
tricts. 
Lange recommended th a t the 
city’s share of the increase 
be 
granted as effective during Feb­ 
ruary, although the school boards 
have not yet taken action. 
He 
said the requests to th e school 
boards had come before them too 
late for action at their regular 
meetings and thus would have to 
be delayed until their meetings 
this month, which w ould mean 
delay in granting the increase to 
Taylor.

Need for Women

make it possible for women typ 
ists between the ages of 18 and 
53, who are American citizens, 
to receive appointment in Wash­ 
ington, D. C., at yearly salaries 
beginning at $1440. Women sten­ 
ographers who can take dictation 
at the rate of 80 or more words 
a minute may also be appointed 
at salaries of $1440 annually. 
Applicants for these positions 
are given a brief spot examina­ 
tion by local Civil Service repre­ 
sentatives to determine eligibil­ 
ity. Those selected are offered im­ 
mediate appointment in Washing­ 
ton, D. C. Each appointee is re­ 
quired to furnish her own trans­ 
portation to Washington. 
Persons who are interested in 
these positions should report im

why take a chance? The Japanese

be taken into protective custody 
not only for the good of the U nit­ 
ed States but for their ow n w el­ 
fare as w ell.” 
H ate Japanese 
Of his own organization, the 
Sino-Korean 
Peoples 
League, 
Haan says it was organized in 
1933 by K orean patriots who w ere 
burning with hatred tow ard Ja p ­ 
an. He said it has 1,500 agents in 
the Pacific countries, including 
the U nited 
States, Japan 
and 
China. All are volunteers, he said, 
and pay their own expense. 
Many of H aan’s experiences in 
espionage are fully as exciting as 
those related in fiction. 
He has told of obtaining copies 
of the much-discussed 
m ilitary 
works w hich are said to reveal 
Japan’s com plete schedule of pro­ 
posed conquest, by 
purloining 
copies from two Japanese offi­ 
cials in a Los Angeles hotel room. 
Copies of these m ilitary w orks 
were turned over to the U nited 
States w ar and navy departm ents 
at once, he said. H e asserted that 
the Japanese cam paign so far has 
followed precisely the plans set 
forth in the books he obtained. 
More Japs Out 
In his talks here Haan declar­ 
ed, ”We are trying to m ake peace 
tim e laws apply to w ar tim e 
m easures.” He said this in advo­ 
cating that every Japanese be 
moved from the West coast. 
He 
said Japan has some $130,000,000 
in frozen assets in this country. 
Most logical solution to th e alien 
problem., he pointed out, is to 
move all the Japanese far inland 
3nd utilize this money for their 
support.
